THe Strate of New HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Newton, qualified to Vote in 
Town Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall, in said town, 
on the second Tuesday of March next, at nine o’clock in the fore- 
noon, to act upon the following subjects:

4. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer and Board of 
Selectmen to the Town Auditors, the reports of the Auditors, 
Agents, Committees, or other officers heretofore chosen or ap- 
pointed, and to pass any vote relating thereto. 


5. Tosee if the town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to hire 
money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum 
not exceeding $400.00 to complete the contract for street lighting 
with the Exeter & Hampton Electric Co. 


7. To see if the town will vote to renew the contract with the 
Exeter & Hampton Electric Co. for street lighting and to raise 
and appropriate money for the same. 
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8. To see if the town will vote to accept by vift the Willow 
Grove Cemetery at Newton Junction and assume the care of same. 


9. To see if the town will vote to cbserve Old Home Week 
and appropriate an adequate sum for the purpose. 


10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $150.00 for the control of the White Pine Blister Rust. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise $898.50 for Trunk

It has been the custom of this department in previous years 
to notify school boards and superintendents on or about February 
1, of the amount of money required by law for schools, and the 
amount to raise entitling districts to state aid.

School meetings shall be 
held between ‘‘March 1, and April 20.’ Any necessary infor- 
mation will be immediately forwarded. If no changes are made 
we shall send the usual information.

The work accomplished hardly reached the standard we had 
hoped for. The pupils in this school are capable of good work 
under favorable conditions. 

The Village Primary School was taught by Miss V. Isabelle 
Rowell. She is a good thorough teacher. Her pupils who were 
to enter the Grammar School in September were well qualified, 
and are a credit for the faithful labor spent on them. 

Miss Angelia E. Kelly finished the year at the Junction school 
with the good success of the preceding four years. She works 
hard for the advancement of her pupils. 

Rowe’s Corner School was taught by Miss Mary E. Wilbur, 
who thoroughly maintained the high standard of the work begun 
in September, 1917. 

We desire again to call the attention of parents to the necessity 
of regular attendance at every session of school and wish each 
parent would give the matter thoughtful attention. We ask 
your co-operation in this matter. When a pupil remains away it 
is not only an injury to that one but to all in the school. 

Possibly all do not realize that the amount of our State Aid 
depends on the attendance. We feel that habits of regularity 
formed in childhood go with us all through life. 

Therefore we“desire to have the children of Newton form habits 
of punctuality and regular attendance at school.
